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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to claims 1-20, the prior art alone or in combination does not teach 
the limitation of a capacitor apparatus comprising a second wafer having a dielectrically 
isolating top surface and having disposed on a top surface a second highly doped 
semiconductor plate region surrounded by a highly doped second peripheral rim, with 
the rim of the second wafer isolated from the second plate by a peripheral moat 
providing electrical isolation between the second plate and the second rim.
